School lunch prices 
likely to rise in January

AGAWAM — The new year will likely 
mean higher school lunch prices for Aga- 
wam students if the school committee ap- 
proves an increase at its Dec. 13 meeting. 

At the committee’s Nov. 22 meeting, 
school department finance director Patri- 
cia Cavanaugh and food service director 
Joseph Lecuyer requested increases in the 
prices students pay for school lunches at 
all grade levels beginning Jan. 1, 2012. 

The first is a25-cent increase, followed 
by a 10-cent increase next September and 
a 15-cent increase in September 2013. 
The increases are required to comply 
with a mandate in a section of the federal 
Healthy, Hunger-Free Kids Act of 2010. 


No vote could be taken on the proposed 
increases in school lunch prices at the 
November meeting because a resolution 
calling for a vote was not included on the 
printed agenda. Action on the request was 
tabled until the December meeting. 

The last time Agawam raised its pric- 
es for student school lunches was in the 
2006-2007 school year. At that time, 
prices were increased by 25 cents at all 
schools. 

Minimal increases to be phased in over 
five years 

Cavanaugh and Lecuyer said because 
they need to make a larger total increase 
this time, their plan is to phase in the in- 
creases over several years until the cost of 
a lunch a student pays for is the same cost

Historical structure focus 
of modern repair debate

AGAWAM — Despite gaining prelimi- 
nary approval from the Community Preser- 
vation Association Committee (CPAC), an 
application from Coopers Common for his- 
toric preservation, rehabilitation and ADA 
improvements to the old Country Squire 
building on Main Street has garnered some 
objection from the public. 

The Agawam City Council will vote on 
the matter at its Dec. 5 meeting. 

The Community Preservation Act (CPA), 
passed by the state Legislature in 2000, al- 
lows municipalities to assess up to a 3 per- 
cent surcharge on property (with the first 
$100,000 valuation excluded), with at least 
10 percent devoted to affordable housing, 
historical preservation and open space pres- 
ervation. Public recreation projects are also 


permitted in some instances. Proposals are 
considered by a local Community Preserva- 
tion Act Committee and moved to the Aga- 
wam City Council for final approval. 

According to Jennifer Bonfiglio, CPA 
administrator for Agawam, Coopers owner 
Kathleen Gourde is seeking $130,700 to in- 
stall a vertical wheelchair lift to accommo- 
date handicapped access to the second floor. 

“We see this opportunity as a gift,’ Gourde 
wrote in her application. 

However, some residents have expressed 
frustration that a commercial business owner 
could be granted taxpayer funds in order to 
come into compliance with federal laws. 

In an Oct. 26 letter to CPAC Chairman

Cost for cleanup 


‘underestimated’

AGAWAM -— The mayor and department 
of public works will come back before the 
city council to seek additional funding total- 
ing more than $2 million for storm debris 
cleanup. 

Mayor Richard A. Cohen said Tuesday 
that the debris cleanup has far exceeded es- 
timates made by a survey of the town taken 
by the Federal Emergency Management 
Agency (FEMA). 

It still remains to be seen whether or not 
Agawam will receive the proper reimburse- 
ment many towns in Western Massachusetts 
have been told they will receive from the 
state. As of press time, the towns located 
in Hampden County have reached the mini- 
mum threshold of damage to qualify for 
FEMA funds. 

However, Cohen said FEMA has still not 
indicated to officials that they plan to reim- 
burse the community at a 75-percent rate 
for the funds expended to clean up debris, 
which is still lining the sides of many streets 
in town. 

Ash Brit, a FEMA-approved vendor that 
has been contracted by the town, is continu- 
ing to work at cleaning up, but is running out 
of funds in the current contact, which is only 
50,000 cubic yards of debris along with a 10 
percent contingency. 

The initial funding approved by the city 
council at a special meeting held Nov. 16 
allowed for $2.35 million in funds to cover 
50,000 cubic yards of clean-up, processing 
of hanging and downed trees, and overtime 
expended by the town for public safety and 
public works officials. 

Power was restored to the town about 10 
days after the Oct. 29 snowstorm that left 
most towns in Western Mass. in the dark and 
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without heat, and with trees and debris lin- 
ing most roadways. 

About two weeks after the storm, residents 
took advantage of the improved weather and 
began to bring debris to the tree belt. As 
hard as they tried, the DPW and their limited 
equipment could barely make a dent in the 
amount of debris, which mostly consists of 
tree branches. 

Cohen is quick to remind the council and 
the people of Agawam that the town’s seek- 
ing more funds for cleanup is right in line 
with other communities. 

“There are other communities that are go- 
ing through the same thing we are, including 
in West Springfield, a similar-sized commu- 
nity,’ the mayor said. 

On Monday night, the neighboring town 
of Southwick had to approve a contract ex- 
tension with Ash Brit to continue cleanup of 
that town because FEMA had grossly under- 
estimated the amount of debris there. 

Cohen says more towns will need to go 
through that process. 

Council agendas are not released until 
Thursday, but council President Donald 
Rheault confirmed an emergency preamble 
will be on the agenda for the additional fund- 
ing. He said the preamble is unfortunate, but 
necessary. 

“There is a lot of public pressure to get the 
job done at any cost,” said Rheault. “We are 
sort of in a catch-22. But we (the council) 
have been told that the funding will be the 
worst case scenario and they, hopefully, will 
not spend it all.” 

Currently, there is no specific timetable to 
complete the cleanup, but residents who have 
already had their streets passed may take 
their debris to the processing site at Tucka- 
hoe Turf Farm on South West Street. The 
debris area will be open Monday through 
Friday from 8:30 a.m. to 3 p.m. 

Cohen’s office also has lists of the roads 
that are being picked up on a daily basis. He 
noted how fortunate the town is to have had 
good weather during the past two weeks to 


aid in the cleanup. 

Funding the second installment of the 
cleanup will likely be a concern for the coun- 
cil, which scrutinized where the funds would 
come from during the first request. At that 
time, Town Treasurer/Collector Laurel Plac- 
zek stated the town can pay for the cleanup 
through existing cash flow and decided what 
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account the money would come from prior 
to the end of the fiscal year. Possible sources 
could include free cash, or a short-term bor- 
rowing. 

The first installment is going to cost Aga- 
wam a minimum of about $587,500 in its 
funds because the town is responsible for 25 
percent of the storm costs.

ore people are expected to shop on- 

line this holiday season than ever be- 
fore. If you’re one of them, don’t expect 
purchases made from the safety of your 
home to be without risk. 

According to Richard DesLauriers, spe- 
cial agent in charge of the FBI’s Boston 
Division, cyber criminals use “aggressive 
and creative’ tactics to steal not only your 
money, but your identity, and they are out 
in full force this holiday season. 

On the top of the list of warnings, Agent 
DesLauriers advises online shoppers to be- 
ware of advertisements sent to your email 
account, particularly one-day-only promo- 
tions for recognized brands or websites. 
Hot items of the season with promised bar- 
gain prices lure e-shoppers into providing 
their credit card information to fraudsters 
and fake websites. If the advertised price is 
“too good to be true,” suspect that it is. 

To reduce your risk of becoming a vic- 
tim of this type of cyber fraud through the 
holiday season and beyond, do your cyber 
shopping on only official websites. Do not 
“link” to them from an unsolicited email. 

Make sure your anti-virus and anti-spy- 
ware is up to date.

CPA funds request 
should be voted down 


To the editor: 


As a tax-paying resident of Agawam for 35 
years, anda supporter of the Community Pres- 
ervation Act, I am writing to request that you 
not fund a request that has been/will be pre- 
sented to the council to provide $130,000 in 
CPA funds to enable a commercial enterprise 
to meet their ADA obligations. I am speak- 
ing about the Cooper Commons/Cooper Gift 
Shop application submitted by the owner. 
While I understand the building to be modi- 
fied is historic, and use of CPA funds for 
historic preservation and ADA compliance 
is acceptable (and thus the Community 
Preservation Committee voted to approve 
referring the application to the council), I 
don’t think the intent or spirit of the CPA 
is to provide funds to improve commercial 
property and thus enrich a business owner. 
In my research of Agawam’s expenditures 
and those around the Commonwealth (see 
http://www.communitypreservation.org/ 
projects/report), I could find no instances 
of CPA funds being used to develop, repair 
or otherwise improve commercial property. 
Compliance with the Federal mandate in this 
building is the owner’s responsibility, not the 
taxpayers of Agawam. Compliance issues 
are a cost of doing business, just like painting 
buildings and maintaining the parking areas. 
Additionally, I believe approval of funding 


for this application will be precedent setting, 
and will make it next to impossible for the 
council to not fund any future requests of this 
nature by a private business located in an his- 
toric building/area (Elm Street, for example.) 
Finally, because this request seems to be fly- 
ing through “the system” at the speed of light 
and people I’ve spoken with about it had no 
idea such a request could be (or would be) 
considered, I’ve contacted local news me- 
dia to request they look into this situation, 
and to do what they can to let the taxpay- 
ers in Agawam know of this request. If you 
haven’t already reached out to your constitu- 
ents, I urge you to do so as community in- 
put on this application is, I believe, critical. 
I hope you will stand up and be a good stew- 
ard of Agawam Community Preservation 
monies by voting down this request for CPA 
funds.

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Berkshire Power Plant principal 
sentenced to prison

SPRINGFIELD — Once prominent Pio- 
neer Valley entrepreneur Michael Armitage 
was recently sentenced to prison for a term 
of 66 months (five and a half years) and was 
imposed a fine of $100,000 and restitution 
in excess of $6 million for his role in what 
the U.S. Attorney’s Office called a series of 
frauds. 

The U.S. Attorney’s Office said in a state- 
ment that the sentence was the consequence 
of Armitage’s “role in a series of frauds and 
attempts to avoid paying taxes, as well as ly- 
ing to federal authorities and financial institu- 
tions.” 

Armitage appeared before Judge Michael 
Ponsor, of the U.S. District Court in Spring- 
field on Nov. 15 where he pleaded guilty. 

Armitage was once the principal behind 
Agawam’s Berkshire Power Plant, run by 
Power Development Co. LLC, and behind 
plants in Connecticut also run by PDC. Ar- 
mitage’s legal troubles may be said to have 
begun in 1999, when he had to pay that com- 
pany back more than $1 million that he had 
allegedly misappropriated. Of that amount, 
$340,000 consisted of checks that he had 
written to himself but fraudulently mischar- 
acterized in Power Development Co.’s check 
register. 

The $6 million in restitution ordered by 
Judge Ponsor is to be split among the Federal 
Transportation Administration, the Internal 
Revenue Service and the Pioneer Valley Tran- 
sit Authority. The U.S. Attorney’s office said 
that had the charges gone to trial, evidence 
would have shown “Armitage did not file a 
single personal federal income tax return be- 
tween 1993 and 2006” despite receiving mil- 
lions of dollars of income during that period. 

Biography 

The defendant’s sentencing memorandum 
(submitted by his attorneys, Raipher D. Pel- 
legrino and Charles E. Dolan, in an effort 


to encourage judicial leniency) claimed that 
Armitage was abused as a child, and that he 
ran away from his home in Springdale, Ohio, 
when he was 14 years old. He did a lot of 
wandering thereafter. The sentencing memo- 
randum mentions a movie theatre he man- 
aged as a teenager in Cincinnati, Ohio, and 
subsequent abodes in Iowa, Nebraska, Colo- 
rado, Texas, and elsewhere, before he settled 
in western Massachusetts in the early 1990s. 

Between that time and 2006, Armitage 
founded and/or controlled several entities: 
one that financed and developed power plants 
in the area; one that developed real estate in 
Springfield; and several entities related to the 
development of electric vehicles. 

In 1999, Armitage acquired the control- 
ling interest in Electric Vehicles Worldwide 
(EVW). Between August 2000 and Decem- 
ber 2005, EVW received roughly $4.25 mil- 
lion in federal grant funds, initially for the 
development of an electric bus and later for 
work on a battery that would power a hybrid 
bus. 


Battery cells 

Michael Zarin, the president of Wellfleet 
Investments, a venture capital concern in 
Great Neck, N.Y. that participated in some of 
Armitage’s projects, wrote to Judge Posner 
asking for leniency for Posner. Zarin said that 
the research and development that did take 
place as a consequence of the federal grants 
“was extensive and successful in producing 
battery cells that did what they were sup- 
posed to do.” 

The prosecutors contended on the other 
hand that in the course of the battery project, 
Armitage sought “reimbursement for ficti- 
tious, inflated or ineligible expenses,’ and 
falsely claimed milestone achievements. 

Armitage has been ordered to surrender for 
service of his sentence at an institution to be 
designated by the Bureau of Prisons (though 
the court recommended the Coleman Federal 
Correctional Complex in central Florida) by 
the afternoon of Jan. 12, 2012.

Henry A. Kozloski, Mayor Richard A. Co- 
hen lent his support to the project: “It is not 
only exciting from an historic preservation 
perspective, but will be a tremendous eco- 
nomic asset for the town.” 

According to Gourde, the Cooper’s Com- 
mons concept was developed to “best repur- 
pose and utilize the existing structure of the 
majestic historic landmark building located 
at 159 Main St. in Agawam.” 

The Robert Cooper House was begun in 
1861 and is an example of Italianate archi- 
tecture. The building is listed on the town’s 
“Inventory of Historic Structures” and has 
been recognized by the Agawam Historical 
Commission as one of the town’s most im- 
portant historical resources. 

It was a private home until the 1950s 
when Gourde’s father, Arthur J. Leary Jr., 
bought the property to be the home to Coun- 
try Squire Furniture. 

“My dad was an avid historian and tried 
to find ways to preserve and honor history in 
every way that he could,’ Gourde wrote. “He 
took meticulous care of the property over 
the years, winning numerous beautification

awards along the way, and establishing the 
site as a well-known landmark.” 

In the 1970s, Leary purchased two to- 
bacco sheds, which he deconstructed and 
moved to be rebuilt as a carriage house be- 
hind the Country Squire Shop, which hosted 
Ensign Cooper’s (now Cooper’s), a gift shop 
to compliment the furniture store. The shop 
was named to honor Ensign Thomas Coo- 
per, the naval war hero who lived in the front 
building in Civil War days. 

Though the Country Squire Furniture 
Shop closed after 53 years, Gourde and her 
husband — who purchased the property from 
her father’s Trust this past spring — decided 
to “create a larger, more diversified shopping 
destination.” 

Gourde went on to state that minimal 
changes to the existing structure will allow 
for the historic charm to remain. 

“We have concentrated on a design that 
will enhance the character, while allowing 
complete ADA accessibility for our custom- 
ers,’ Gourde wrote. ““We have been working 
very well with our team of TNT Consulting 
Services of Hadley on the architectural de- 
sign and with the Agawam Building Depart- 
ment.

Platanitis said she put her life on hold to 
work in 42 | Design Fab’s off-site shop. 

“My dad taught me a great deal about shop 
work but I never really got to use any of it 
until the EMHE project,” she said. “I would 
call him each night and excitedly tell him 
about how I almost broke the band saw or 
how I learned to countersink a screw. I could 
tell through the phone that he was smiling.” 

In addition to the shop work, Platanitis 
worked with 42 | Design Fab during the on- 
site install. 

“{It] was impressive. We carried what felt 
like a two-ton desk, the rest of the room ele- 
ments and all our tools up a mountain goats- 
only flight of stairs,” she said. “We had so 
much work to do and we just got to it.” 

They were just a small group of a larger 
crew of people working at the site, however. 

“There were an unbelievable amount of 
people, EMHE workers, crew members and 
volunteers helping to build a beautiful home 
for such a deserving family,’ Platanitis said, 
adding, ““We met some cast members when 
they filmed a reveal in our room.” 

Because the entire project culminated in 
one week, Platanitis said she was working 
under immense pressure. 

“Beyond anything I’ve ever felt before 
and I’ve been in some pretty high-stress situ- 
ations,” she said. 

“There was something about it though, 
like the thought of the little boy’s face when 
he first got to see his room and the cama- 
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raderie of my team that seemed to make it 
easier.” 

Despite the stress, Platanitis said she was 
grateful for the opportunity to participate in 
the makeover. 

“It’s important for small businesses to be 
a part of an event like this because people 
don’t always know we exist,” she said. “It 
highlights our innovative creations on a big- 
ger scale.” 

Being a part of the high profile, nationally 
viewed job provided the designers with the 
opportunity to make professional connec- 
tions that they would not have forged oth- 
erwise. 

“{It] helps us get just that little bit closer to 
our dreams and goals as successful, indepen- 
dent businesses,” she said. 

And her efforts have already started to pay 
off. 

“The best was the post-EMHE consulta- 
tion that led to my first solo design project 
and the comrades that I found in 42 | Design 
Fab.

The total cost for the project is expected 
to exceed $200,000, she said, adding she 
planned to approach the project in phases, 
with the first floor as Phase 1. 

The building needs ADA compliance to 
the exterior and interior to allow full access, 
She stated. On the exterior, that will include 
a handicap ramp and new entrance doorway. 
Inside, an archway needs to be widened to 
allow a wheelchair to pass into the common 
foyer. 

“The existing structure is quite naturally 
adaptable to being sub-divided into smaller 
spaces with a central, common foyer and 
corridors leading to and from the common 
foyer, which will offer ADA restrooms. The 
foyer will also house a vertical wheelchair 
lift to the second floor.” 

The $130,700 she is hoping to obtain 
through the CPA would allow her to accom- 
plish Phase 1 of the project, she said. 

In a memo to the City Council dated Nov. 
14, Bonfiglio stated that the CPAC will re- 
quire a Preservation/Deed Restriction if 
CPA funds are awarded for rehabilitation of 
a private property. 

“According to the CPA act, CPA funds 
can be used to fund a project on a private

property if the project is advancing a public 
purpose, such as the public acquiring a deed 
restriction, providing public access to the 
property or some other benefit,’ she wrote. 

But some residents were disheartened to 
hear that a commercial entity was seeking 
taxpayer funds for the purpose of ADA com- 
pliance. 

In a letter to the Agawam City Council 
(which also appears on the Opinion page of 
this newspaper), Agawam resident Virginia 
M. Czuprynski asked the council not to fund 
the request. 

“T don’t think the intent or spirit of the 
CPA is to provide funds to improve com- 
mercial property and thus enrich a business 
owner,’ she said. 

In a follow-up interview, Czuprynski said 
she understands the historical significance 
of the property but maintained that the ADA 
compliance work is not a historical modifi- 
cation. 

“Businesses in this community and sur- 
rounding communities have to pay for their 
own compliance with federal ADA require- 
ments,” she said. “This is a commercial en- 
terprise ... this is not historic preservation.”

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Agawam partners with 
Fast Longmeadow

AGAWAM - The city council unanimous- 
ly approved a joint application between the 
towns of Agawam and East Longmeadow 
to seek about $900,000 in Community De- 
velopment Block Grant funding through the 
State. 

The grants, which are highly competitive, 
will be awarded sometime during the middle 
of next year. This marks the second con- 
secutive year Agawam has applied for the 
funding, after a 27-year hiatus from seeking 
money through the program. 

Last year, the town was turned down in its 
attempt to seek about $1 million in funding. 
Mayor Richard A. Cohen said the town lost 
out on funding by two points, referencing 
the fact the state uses a scoring system to rate 
the applications. 

This year, the Pioneer Valley Planning 
Commission (PVPC), which assists area 
towns on these types of grants, advised Aga- 
wam to attempt a regional application, not- 
ing that the joint applications have had some 
success with gaining funding. 

“We were advised to look into this and the 
PVPC connected us with East Longmead- 
ow,” said Cohen. “They were a similar com- 
munity with similar needs.” 

Cohen says while the town may only gain 
about $450,000 to $500,000 from the grant, 
itis still better than not receiving any funds. 

“We try to get free money from the state 
anytime we can,” said Cohen. “This joint or 
regional application presented us with a way 
to do this.” 

Cohen said he attended meetings and was

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Council moves forward 
with joint CDBG request 


pleased with the work of East Longmeadow 
officials, including the board of selectmen, 
who have also approved the application. 
Following the council vote from last week, 
the application will be submitted to the state 
ahead of the Dec. 15 deadline. 

At last Monday night’s public hearing, a 
necessary step for any community to gain 
CDBG funds from the state, no Agawam 
residents were present to speak on the mat- 
ter. A few residents from East Longmeadow 
sat in the audience and were in support of the 
joint application. 

Town officials hope the potential funds 
from the block grant will aid in the hous- 
ing rehabilitation of about eight homes here 
in Agawam. East Longmeadow would get 
funding for a similar numbers of houses, 
though the number of houses that could be 
rehabilitated with the funds may vary de- 
pending on the nature of repairs needed. 

The town of Agawam also hopes to use 
funds for design and construction work for 
sidewalk improvements along a section of 
Springfield Street from Mill Street to Frank- 
lin Street. Cohen also said money would be 
used for design work to make buildings in 
town Americans with Disabilities Act (ADA) 
compliant. 

East Longmeadow is looking for funding 
to put in a back-up generator at its senior 
center, a response to the Oct. 29 snowstorm 
that left the area without power for up to one 
week in many areas. 

Agawam had not applied for CDBG funds 
in 27 years due to the town not qualifying 
under particular criteria of the program, Co- 
hen said. When the criteria had changed, the 
town’s planning department opted to pursue 
the grant last year. 

At that time, the town sought to accom- 
plish the same projects they are attempting 
this year.

as a lunch an eligible, low-income student 
receives for free. 

Under the National School Lunch Pro- 
gram, the federal government provides free 
and reduced priced meals to low-income 
schoolchildren. A new requirement of the 
law mandates school districts that partici- 
pate in the program to gradually increase 
paid lunch charges over a five-year period. 
The intent of the requirement is to ensure 
that revenue generated by a school district 
from its paid lunches equals the amount they 
are reimbursed by the federal government at 
the free reimbursement level. 

Cavanaugh said having phased-in mini- 
mal increases will “put Agawam in compli- 
ance with the federal law while minimizing 
the impact to families in the district.” 

Paid lunch prices can’t be lower than 
$2.46 

Since the current federal reimbursable cost 
for school lunches is $2.46, school districts 
that charge students less than that amount 
must raise their prices. To begin to meet the 
law’s requirement, Agawam students will 
face several price hikes for paid lunches be- 
tween 2012 and 2015. In addition to the Jan. 
1 increase, there would be increases in Sep- 
tember 2012 and September 2013. 

The current paid lunch prices are $2 for 
junior high and high school students. The 
proposed increase would raise their cost to 
$2.25 on Jan. 1. Paid lunch prices for ele- 
mentary and middle school students would 
rise to $2 from $1.75 on Jan. 1. 

The proposal also calls for a 10-cent in- 
crease for junior/high school students and 
elementary/middle school students on Sept. 
1, 2012. Another 15-cent increase for junior/ 
high school students is scheduled to take ef- 
fect on Sept. 1, 2013. This increase would 
bring the junior/senior school lunch prices to

$2.50 and meet the federal paid lunch equity 
requirement. 

Additional increases needed to raise prices 
for lower grades 

Elementary and middle school paid lunch 
prices also would increase by 15 cents on 
Sept. 1, 2013, to $2.25. However, Lecuyer 
and Cavanaugh said that because the paid 
school lunch price would still not equal the 
federal reimbursement rate, additional in- 
creases would be needed during 2014 and 
2015. 

Once Agawam meets its lunch equity re- 
quirements, Lecuyer and Cavanaugh told the 
committee that they don’t anticipate any fur- 
ther price increases for several years — un- 
less the federal reimbursement rate changes 
or there are any “unforeseen circumstances. 

Even with the increases they said Aga- 
wam’s school lunch prices are “very rea- 
sonable” and comparable with surrounding 
communities.

WESTFIELD - William J. (Bill) Miller, 
a graduate of the class of 1953 at Westfield 
State University and a longtime member of 
the school’s Athletic Hall of Fame Commit- 
tee, has been selected as the winner of the 
James C. Hagan Award, for outstanding ser- 
vice and support of athletics at the Univer- 
sity. 

Miller has had a 70-year affiliation with 
Westfield State, first attending the Training 
School as a fifth-grader in 1941 then earning 
his bachelor’s degree at what was then West- 
field State Teachers College while competing 
as a member of the school’s fledgling varsity 
programs in basketball and baseball. 

Miller, who spent 39 1-2 years as first a 
teacher, then principal at Parker Elementary 
School in Agawam, renewed his acquain- 
tance with Westfield State’s athletic pro- 
grams when attending the Athletic Hall of 
Fame Induction Ceremony in 1998, as his 
friend and teammate Chet Symancyk (class 
of 1953) was inducted into the hall. Miller 
was recruited to the hall of fame selection 
committee the next year and has been very 
involved with Westfield State’s athletics pro-

“Bill’s longtime involvement with West- 
field State athletics makes him an excel- 
lent choice for the Hagan Award, which we 
consider one of the greatest honors that the 
Hall of Fame Committee can bestow on an 
individual,’ said Richard Lenfest, direc- 
tor of athletics at Westfield State. “Bull and 
his wife Carol are regularly seen attending 
games, and have been regular supporters of 
the Owl Club booster club since we started it 
five years ago.” 

The Hagan Award was established two 
years ago and named for the first recipient, 
Westfield Bank President Jim Hagan ‘84, and 
honors individuals who have provided out- 
standing service and support to the athletics 
department at the University. 

The freshman class directory in the 1950 
year book called Miller a “Terrific basketball 
player ... who sure knows his biology.” 

His basketball team posted a 15-2 record 
in 1950-51, which is still the best winning 
percentage in the history of the school. Miller 
played with Westfield State Hall of Famers 
Symancyk, Bob Farr (1955) and the late Don 
Farr (1957). 

Bill’s involvement with Westfield State 
winds through the very history of the col- 
lege — his professors read like a who’s who 


in regulation and found themselves faced 
with a decision. Do they attempt a field goal 
or go for the touchdown in the final play? 

After missing an attempt earlier in the 
game, Miram Tamaradze was given the 
chance to connect from 19 yards out. He 
made the field goal as time expired to give 
West Springfield the win. 

The Terriers entered the Division 1 Tour- 
nament, which started Tuesday while Aga- 
wam’s season ends at 0-11.

of the campus — President Edward Scanlon, 
Ed Welch, Theresa Lammers — all of whom 
have buildings named after them on campus. 

Miller acknowledges that his interest in 
becoming a teacher stems from attending 
the Training School for middle school. The 
Training School, located at 27 Washington 
St. in Westfield, was owned by the Univer- 
sity and used as a practicum for students who 
were studying to become teachers. 

“T had a few really terrible teachers when I 
was in elementary school,” said Miller. “But 
I had four of the best when I attended the 
training school, including Marjorie Williams, 
who’s a member of the Westfield State Hall 
of Fame.” 

Miller said he was selected to give the 
graduation speech when his class graduated 
from eighth grade, even though he wasn’t 
the valedictorian. “For a lot of people back 
then, eighth grade was as far as they went, so 
we had a graduation. I’m not sure why they 
picked the little Lithuanian kid to speak,’ he 
said, with self-deprecating humor. 

“Tuition at Westfield was just $37.50 a se- 
mester when I attended,’ said Miller. “One of 
my proudest moments at Westfield was when 
I was one of three students chosen for Who’s 
Who in American Colleges — Dan Dion, 
Marion Coach, and myself — the last two of 
us of proud Lithuanian heritage!” 

When Miller attended Westfield, the bas- 
ketball team would practice on the upper floor 
of the college building which now serves as 
Westfield’s City Hall. 

“We mostly played at the old high school,’ 
said Miller, referring to what is now Westfield 
Vocational High School. “But after a year or 
two, one of the guys on the team was part 
of the National Guard so we started to play 
our games at the Armory on Franklin Street 
before the guard’s team would play.” 

“We spent my junior year writing letters to 
the legislature to keep the College open,” said 
Miller. “There was a possibility the school 


would close, but eventually the legislature 
decided to fund the campus which opened 
on Western Avenue a few years after I gradu- 
ated.” 

Miller did play in the first game in the new 
Parenzo gymnasium in the fall of 1956, as a 
member of the alumni taking on the varsity. 
“We had them by a couple of points late in 
the game, but we knew the referee and got 
him to call a couple of fouls on us so the var- 
sity could get a couple extra points and win 
the game,” said Miller. “We didn’t want them 
to get beat by the alumni!” 

After graduating from Westfield, Miller en- 
listed in the Army 10 days before the end of 
the Korean War. After two years in the Army, 
he returned to his hometown of Westfield, 
where he applied for a job in the Westfield 
School district. 

A day later he applied for a job in the Aga- 
wam School District and was given the job 
at Parker Street School. “Westfield called me 
a day later, but ’d already taken the other 
job,” said Miller. “I'd grown up on Kellogg 
Street, and went to elementary, middle, and 
high school, and college all within a mile or 
so of each other,’ said Miller. “Id still be in 
Westfield if they’d have called me a day ear- 
lier. Still, I didn’t get too far away,’ noting he 
ended up living just down the street from his 
Agawam school. 

Miller’s attendance at Westfield State be- 
gan a family tradition. Bill’s daughter, Patri- 
cia (Miller) Cyranowski is a 1980 graduate of 
Westfield State, and now his granddaughter, 
Hannah Miller currently attends Westfield. 

“Back in 1976 when my daughter gradu- 
ated high school she wanted to be a teacher, 
but there were very few teaching jobs avail- 
able then, and I tried to discourage her from 
choosing that field. Finally I told her ‘if you 
still want to be a teacher you have only one 
choice for college, Westfield State College,’ 
and it came to be.”

The Agawam goalkeeper has been playing 
soccer since she was 5 years old and says she 
has also played in the field. 

She made the move to playing goal at 
8 years old. She then re-entered the field, 
making the varsity soccer team as a fresh- 
man as a forward. She was the second lead- 
ing scorer on the team and performed well 
that year before being moved to goalie her 
sophomore year. 

She has maintained the ability to play field 
by keeping up with her skills during her win- 
ter and spring soccer seasons. 

This year, Dominique excelled goal for 
the Valley League champion Brownies with 
138 saves for the season. 

She says goalkeeping takes a lot of com- 
mitment and hard work. 

“There’s a lot of training that is involved 
in being a goalie,’ said Dominique. “Every- 
thing from correct hand placement on the ball 
to cutting down angles, to stopping break- 
aways, to maintaining my own safety, to set 
plays, to penalty kicks, to agility training and 
side to side movements, to diving, as well 
as being brave enough to throw your body 
to the feet of a striker. Goalkeepers must do 
additional training aside from team training 
that goes above and beyond fieldwork.” 

Dominique recalled beginning her com- 
mitment to soccer because she had a brother 
who played it. 

“My brother played it and my mother 
played it all her life,’ said Dominique. “IT 
was born and soccer was a part of my life.” 

In addition to her work with the varsity, 
Dominique has played in the Premier Soc- 
cer League, the FC Stars of Mass, and other 
competitive travel teams.
